Inflation

And 
that value is the Lord Jesus Christ: the 
same yesterday, and to day, and for ever.”

When Bibles Disappeared 


Many men hate God’s Word—but 
many love it.

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The Crisis Facing Our MissionoBoards

An editorial by a foreign missionary 


[Note sy THE Ep1tor.—The facts brought 
together in this editorial are of profound sig- 
nificance. They show, beyond all reasonable 
-doubt or any possibility of denial, the strangle 
hold of the bloodless Social Gospel upon most 
denominational foreign mission boards. Taken 
with Dr. Dodd’s article in this issue, the 
editorial is another missionary document 
weighted with facts that must be f&ced by 
God’s people. And the writer of this editorial, 
like Dr. Dodd, is a missionary of many years’ 
service in the foreign field, but of another 
denomination.] 

ENOMINATIONAL foreign mis- 

sion boards are facing a crisis. 

Resources have fallen so low that 
retrenchment is the rule, and possible dis- 
ruption is threatened unless relief comes. 
One leader has suggested the way out by 
“pitiless publicity.” Only a knowledge of 
the exact situation will enable the “rope 
holders,” who also are the bankers for 
the boards, to awaken to the danger and 
meet the emergency as they alone can. 
But for such an awakening convincing 
facts must be presented. Such publicity 
should prove constructive. 

The first fact to be faced is that most 
of the regular boards have tended, in some 
degree, toward socializing rather than re- 
generating mankind. As some one has 


phrased it, “The Laymen’s Commission 
has been substituted for the Great Com- 
mission.” In other words, “Re-Thinking 
Missions,” the textbook of the Laymen’s 
Foreign Missions Inquiry, has so influenced 
the program of every regular board that 
apostolic methods have been slighted. 
Preaching the Word, establishing churches 
of New Testament type, and raising up a 
native ministry, no longer receive primary 
emphasis. While it is proclaimed by boards 
that evangelism must precede all other ob- 
jectives, it is painfully apparent that, most 
of the time, money and energy are ex- 
pended on everything but that. In other 
words, the program of “Re-Thinking Mis- 
sions” has had undue influence. It is far 
from being repudiated. 

In contrast with this it has often been 
pointed out that most of the so-called faith 
missions, which follow the apostolic method 
and message and repudiate “Re-Thinking 
Missions” and the program of social action 
for which it stands, steadily progress. Yet 
it never seems to occur to the advocates 
of “Re-Thinking Missions” that the pro- 
gram may have something to do with this 
striking success of faith missions and the 
set-back of regular mission boards. 
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Leaders of one great denomination have 
declared openly that “Re-Thinking Mis- 
sions” is dead, when it has been as openly 
declared by Modern Missions Movement, 
with headquarters in Chicago, that “Re- 


Thinking Missions” is its heart. It is 
equally clear to one who has studied the 
situation in foreign fields that “Re-Think- 
ing Missions” has captured Manila, the 
first field in which the program has been 
undertaken. The program there sug- 
gested by the boards is an eight-point one, 
with evangelism as but one of the eight. 
Even this one point, doomed to have slight 
emphasis at best judging from the ten- 
dencies already apparent, is presumably 
of the type advocated by the Laymen’s 
Commission, which is “the evangelism of 
character.” It is so defined by one of the 
Commission in an address to theological 
students, | 

With these facts in mind, an exact state- 
ment of the threatened change from apos- 
tolic evangelism to supreme emphasis on 
social action in the foreign mission field 
may be in order. “Pitiless publicity” will 
become constructive publicity if Christian 
people respond as they should. The lay- 
men of the churches alone can change 
trends of denominations, but for such 
changes they demand facts. Suppression 
of facts never has paid, even though re- 
vealing truth stir to rebellion against dom- 
ination by a minority that knows but will 
not reform, 

The facts are as follows. 


First, one must remember that the initial 
contact of the “Re-Thinking Missions” pro- 
gram was in Manila. This was but natu- 
ral, as the Laymen’s Inquiry and the 
National Christian Council were begun 
under the same leadership. Both bodies 
were committed to the social action idea. 
This: explains the anomalous situation of 
starting the Laymen’s program in a coun- 
try not officially visited by the Fact Finders. 
The facts gathered in Burma (India), China, 
and Japan fitted nicely into such a “social” 
program.. One might even suspect that 
it was a preconceived program, especially 
after careful investigation of the fact-find- 
ing methods employed by the Laymen’s 
Commission. 


That the program suited the Philippine 
environment is apparent, for Manila is 
Modernistic in its tendencies; it has a host 
of Filipino students who have been trained 
in liberal American colleges; it long has 
boasted a large Independent Church 
(Aglipayan) that is essentially Unitarian 
in its influence; it has a recently organ- 
ized United Evangelical Church that lends 
itself readily to the new unification idea; 
and the National Christian Council, through 
which this new Movement functions, is 
largely Modernistic. In addition to this, 
Manila is a small field, adapted to trying 
out such an experiment; it is almost wholly 
an American mission field, well adapted to 
such an American plan; and last but not 
least it is the Open Door to the Orient, 
which means that a program begun here 
may sweep the East, totally changing the 
Conservative missionary program of the 
past. This in itself shows the strategy of 
the Laymen. They have copied the tactics 
of the Roman Catholic Church. The Pope 
long has coveted Philippine supremacy. 
Where Rome leads, one may be sure there 
is a reason. The Philippines offers no 
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exception. It may become the world’s base 
to operate the Orient. If Japan could use 
it for a naval base, as some believe, whiy 
may it not become the strategic center for 
Oriental religious control? 


These facts are vital, and anyone may 
verify them who will investigate. The 
laymen, in general, do not know~ much 
about “Pe-Thinking Missions,” and the few 
who do know are lulled into a sense of 
false security by the assurance that “ ‘Re- 
Thinking Missions’ is a dead issue.” Some 
pastors fear disruption if the facts are dis- 
closed in their actual lurid colors, They 
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prefer “peace at any price.” Meanwhile 
the program advances. 

This program of social action, like a 
football in a college game, has been passed 
from the Laymen’s Inquiry to the Assem- 
bly (at East Orange, N. J.), of repre- 
sentatives of the. boards. Thence it is 
tossed in a “forward pass” to the National 
Christian Council in Manila, and back it 
comes and is skillfully caught by the Mod- 
ern Missions Movement in Chicago. Then 
there is a scrimmage; the Modern Mis- 
sions Movement, retaining the same social

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Did the Bible Views 
of God Change? 


Having listened yesterday to an eloquent 
Modernist sermon by the President of Union 
Theological Seminary in New York, Dr. 
Henry Sloane Coffin, entitled ‘Whence 
Comes Temptation?” I am writing to re- 
quest your comments on the three texts 
chosen by him: 


2 Samuel 24:1. God tempted. 

1 Chronicles 21:1. Satan tempted. 

James 1: 13. Neither did it— man’s own 
lust did—A New York reader. 

According to the newspaper report of 
Dr. Coffin’s sermon, this well known Mod- 
ernist preacher and president of a theolog- 
ical seminary that has done lamentable 
work in destroying the faith of its min- 
isterial students in God’s Word, said: 
“There are Satans who drag us down— 
the national spirit, business usages, social 
customs, church traditions, family ways, 
the outlook of acquaintances.” So when 
David decided to number Israel and 
Judah, he was evidently only yielding to 
the pressure of such “Satans” in his day. 
The three Bible passages used by the 
preacher were these: 


2 Samuel 24:1: And again the anger 
of the Lord was kindled against Israel, and 
he moved David against them to say, Go, 
number Israel and Judah. 


1 Chronicles 21:1: And Satan stood up 
against Israel, and provoked David to num- 
ber Israel. 


James 1:13, 14: Let no man say when 
he is tempted, I am tempted of God: for 
God cannot be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth he any man: but every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn away of his own 
lust, and enticed. 


The preacher’s explanation of these three 
passages, according to a further word from 
the New York reader, was that the first 
passage shows that, in the early days, men 
made the mistake of supposing that God 
was always active in the affairs of men. 
The second passage shows that men, at a 
later period, realized that God could not 
be charged with leading David into sin. 
And the third passage shows that, in New 
Testament times, men’s ideas about God 
had greatly changed. 

These are interesting and ingenious ex- 
planations from one who does not believe 
that the whole Bible is actually God’s in- 
spired and infallible Word, or that the 
revelations of God given to us in the early 
books of the Old Testament are just as 
true and authoritative as the latest revela- 


tions in the New Testament, both from the 
lips of the Lord Jesus himself and from 
the pens of the inspired New Testament 
writers. Evangelical believers know to- 
day, as they have always known, that “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God.” 

The Bible is a safer interpreter of the 
Bible, and commentary upon it, than is a 
theological seminary president who does 
not believe the Bible. Every Bible state- 
ment about God in relation to temptation 
must be read in the light of James’ state- 
ment that “God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man [with evil].” 
But we must remember that the word temp- 
tation has at least two different meanings, 
as the Scofield Reference Bible points out 
in connection with the passage in James. 
It may mean solicitation to evil — and God 
never does this; and it may mean testing 
under trial, which God often sends his 
children. 

The statements about the same event in 
2 Samuel and 1 Chronicles show that both 
God and Satan had a connection with 
David’s numbering of the nation. Satan 
provoked or urged David to number Israel ; 
God: permitted Satan to do this. 

We have exactly the same situation in 
Job’s experiences at the hands of Satan 
and God. Satan asked and received God’s 
permission to attack and tempt Job. Twice 
God gives Satan such permission; and the 
second time God says to Satan, “Thou 
movedst me against him” (Job 2:3). It 
is significant that we have the same word 
here, “moved,” that we have in 2 Samuel 
24:1. Furthermore, Job sinned as a re- 
sult of Satan’s temptations which were 
brought against him by the express per- 
mission or “move” of God. Job finally 
came to see and confess his sin (42:6). 
David sinned in numbering Israel, as a 
result of Satan’s temptation with God’s 
permission, and David saw and confessed 
his sin: “And David said unto the Lord, 
I have sinned greatly in that I have dene” 
(2 Sam. 24: 10). 

The comment of the Jamieson, Fausset 
and Brown Commentary is discerning and 
Scriptural: “God, though he cannot tempt 
any man (Jas. 1:13), is frequently de- 
scribed in Scripture as doing what he 
merely permits to be done; and so, in 
this case, he permitted Satan to tempt 
David. Satan was the active mover, while 
God only withdrew his supporting grace, 
and the great tempter prevailed against 
the king.” 
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Resigning after thirty-two years in 
better missionary work 
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T IS with profound pleasure and thank- 
| fulness to God that I look into your 

faces this evening,—so many sympa- 
thetic faces. Sometimes I have had to 
stand almost alone in Mission meetings 
out in China, But to realize that by iar 
the majority of you tonight are here be- 
cause you are in sympathy with what I 
stand for fills my heart with great joy. 

When they were planning to build up 
the walls of Jerusalem, Nehemiah said to 
his colleagues: 

“Come, and let us build up the wall of 
Jerusalem, that we be no more a reproach.” 
“Then,” says he, “I told them of the 
hand of my God which was good upon 
me; as also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said, ‘Let us 
rise up and build.’ So they strengthened 
their hands for this good work. But when 
Sanballat, ... and Tobiah, ... and Geshem, 
... heard it, they laughed us to scorn, and 
despised us, and said, What is this thing 
that ye do? Will ye rebel against the 
king ?” 

Have you heard words recently that 
remind you of these? 

“Then answered I them, and said unto 
them, The God of heaven, he will pros- 
per us; therefore we his servants will arise 
and build: but ye— [the false religionists 
or “Modernists” of those times, descend- 
ants and kindred of earlier ‘“Modernists” 
who feared the Lord yet served their own 
idols] —have no portion, nor right, nor 
memorial, in Jerusalem.” 


“Hitherto Hath the Lord Helped Us” 


Mrs. Dodd and I have been greatly 
blessed in being identified with a great 
and most important undertaking. We 
ought to be among the happiest people in 
the world because the Lord has spared our 
lives, permitted us to serve him in the 
greatest of al! mission fields for thirty-two 
years, and given us the definite prospect 
of returning to China and finishing our 
days in that great field. 

Our work has been in North China, We 
engaged in evangelistic work for a num- 
ber of years, and then when the North 
China Theological Seminary was founded 
by the Chinese Church in 1920 we received 
a call to that institution, and we have been 
identified with it ever since. 

The Seminary was born of the strong 
feeling of the Chinese Church that things 
were not right in the Union Seminary up 
there in North China, the Cheeloo The- 
ological College at Tsinan, for in 1919 
all the Presbyterian students in that insti- 
tution. left it, largely because of the wrong 
doctrine they were getting. 

Those Presbyterian students, eighteen in 
number, invited Dr. Watson M. Hayes to 
come and teach them. Then the second 
year, on my return from furlough, it was 
my privilege to join in the teaching. 

When that Seminary started, the Chi- 
nese Church had not one cent of money 


In March, 1935, Dr. and Mrs. Dodd 
resigned from service under the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in the U. S. A. 


At a large meeting in Philadelphia 
afew weeks ago Dr. Dodd told why 
they had resigned, in the address of 
profound significance which is pub- 
lished here. 


In publishing this address The Sun- 
day School Times would repeat what 
it said editorially a year ago when 
publishing the Editor’s address on 
“Foreign Missionary Betrayals of the 
Faith.” The Times does not ordinarily 
take up denominational matters, for 
it is an interdenominational journal, 
loyal to all evangelical communions of 
the Christian faith. But the issue and 
crisis represented in Dr. Dodd’s action 
and address are typical of, and vital 
in, most denominations today, both 
in homelands and in foreign mission 
fields. Hence this address is published 
in order that Christian people every- 
where may know more about the sin- 
ister attacks from within that are 
threatening the true testimony and 
life of the Church. 








for it, did not own a square inch of 
ground. We conducted classes in the base- 
ment of a mission school for three years. 

Then we asked the Lord for funds, and 
he granted them; for teachers, and, one by 
one, he gave us some grand teachers. (I 
should have added here, as I am accus- 
tomed to do, our sincere appreciation of 
the aid received from the missionary agen- 
cies of the Presbyterian Church in the 
U. S. A. and in the U. S. These agencies 
freely lent us members of their mission 
force as professors.) We asked him for 
students, and although they were discour- 
aged by many of the missionaries and 
many Modernist teachers in the middle 
schools and colleges, they flocked to us. 
The parents and the churches wanted them 
to come to a theological seminary that 
really believed the Bible—every word; 
and the great doctrines of salvation. 

In five or six years we were the largest 
theological seminary in all China, and we 
have held that place ever since. We are 
now probably larger in number of students 
than any two other seminaries combined. 
We have one hundred and fifty-one stu- 
dents from eighteen provinces and twenty 
denominations, 


“In Perils by the Heathen” 


It is wonderiul the way the Lord has 
blessed us, the way he has protected us. 
We have been right on the fighting line 
between the south and the north in China. 
We have had battles, and we have had 
great retreating armies back and forth. 
The Lord has kept us from all harm, 
because we trusted in him. 

And he has given us rich spiritual bless- 
ings. For the last year and a half our 
students have had a special field contain- 


ing several score of villages which is their 
own responsibility. The very first year 
they took this responsibility they had 
scores of converts and received into the 
church fifty on profession of faith. So the 
Lord has been blessing us and our work, 

Part of our work is ministering to a 
large leper asylum of about one hundred 
forty or fifty lepers. We spend several 
hours every Sabbath out there with our 
dear lepers. I left a church with a mem- 
bership of one hundred and nine lepers, and 
there are more than that who have passed 
on to their heavenly Home. We hold serv- 
ices for them, go in and pray by their 
bedside, read the Bible, and talk to them, 
Often we come away from the bedside of 
some dying leper feeling deep in our hearts 
the prayer that the Lord will enable us, 
if he tarries until that time, to give in 
our dying hours such a testimony to his 
grace—to show such a triumph over 
pain and death as our dear lepers show. 


“And There Are. Many Adversaries” 


Of late in connection with the work of 
the League of Christian Churches, the Lord 
has enabled me to do something for the 
students of China who are in mission insti- 
tutions that are untrue to the Word of 
God and are undermining the faith of the 
students, and also students from Govern- 
ment institutions. We have been: able to 
start thirty or forty chapters of the League 
of Evangelical Students there in China, 
and last summer we had a wonderful meet- 
ing at the foot of Tai-Shan. 

But there are many adversaries. If we 
are to do this work and be prospered ig 
it, we must say, as Nehemiah said to the 
people, “The God of heaven, he will pros- 
per us. Therefore we, his servants, will 
arise and build, but ye,” the false ones, the 
false neighbors who claimed to be servants 
of Jehovah, but were not, “have no portion, 
nor right, nor memorial, in Jerusalem.”. 

And that leads me to tell you why, after 
thirty-two years under the official Board 
of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, as a matter of con- 
science, my wife and I have had to sever 
our relationsewith that Board. It has been 
said that we resigned from the official 
Board in order to join the Independent 
Board. This is not at all why we resigned. 
We resigned from the official Board be- 
cause we believed that they were unfaith- 
ful, in the first place, to a mandate they 
received from the General Assembly itself. 

In 1905, in one of the first mandates 
from the General Assembly with regard 
to union projects on the foreign field, such 
projects were endorsed with the qualifica- 
tion that they be “reasonable union move- 
ments conserving essential truths.” But 
we found the official Board entering union 
enterprises with no such guarantee. We 
found them uniting in creedless agencies, 
colleges, and theological seminaries. We 
found them supporting the National Chris- 
tian Council of China, which is a federa- 
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tion of churches which refused any creedal 
standards whatever, and which has been 
largely under Modernist leadership. 

While the truly evangelical church fed- 
eration, known as the League of Christian 
Churches, has never received one cent from 
the official Board, the National Christian 
Council, from its start, has been given the 
use of that Board’s large, six-story build- 
ing in Shanghai. And last year I saw the 
report in the paper of a meeting of the 
National Christian Council in which they 
said that the income from the rents of that 
building amounted to $30,000 (Chinese). 

And then there is the Church of Christ 
in China, which was organized on a creedal 
basis that was most unsafe, for they re- 
fused to assert the Trinity; they refused 
to come out clearly as to the deity of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; they refused to say one 
word as to how our Saviour redeemed 
us from sin; they refused to assert that 
the Scriptures of the Old and New Tes- 
taments were in their entirety the Word 
of God, or that they were infallible as a 
rule of faith and practice. They refused 
even to acknowledge the Apostles’ Creed 
as a part of their own creed. Yet the offi- 
cial Board of our denomination has been 
giving them much financial and moral sup- 
port, to the detriment of our Presbyterian 
Church in China. Three-quarters of the 
constituency of the official Board in China 
have gone into the Church of Christ in 
China. 


“Earnestly Contend for the Faith” 


However, I am glad to say that one- 
fourth of the Northern Presbyterian con- 
stituency, and three-quarters of the South- 
ern Presbyterian constituency are still 
continuing the Presbyterian Church in 
China, and we are a Fundamentalist Church 
on a Fundamentalist platform. 

I say we had to resign because the offi- 
cial Board was, as we considered it, un- 
true to the mandate of the General Assem- 
bly in the kinds of union that they formed; 
and we believe that they were untrue to 
the Word of God, which is much worse. 
For they are often unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers. 

They have been helping in the Chris- 
tian Literature Society of China, and yet 
three years ago I pointed out to them that 
the Christian Literature Society was get- 
ting out books that undermined faith in 
such important doctrines as the deity of 
Christ or his atonement, and many that 
undermined the authority of the Word of 
God. And not only I pointed this out, 
but my station unanimously joined with 
me in a protest on the subject, which, I 
am sorry to say, proved futile so far as 
the Mission China Council and the For- 
eign Board are concerned. 

We had to leave the offictal Board of 
the Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. 
because we could not recommend them any 
longer to givers for Foreign Missions who 
wish to give only for the propagation of 
the true Gospel. We left them with abso- 
lutely no bitterness in our hearts. From 
the very first they have treated us royally, 
and they have been very. kind to us per- 
sonally even while, from their standpoint, 
we were the naughtiest. 

During our long correspondence I said 
again and again to the Board that if they 
would change their policy I would be only 
too glad to stay with them, and I even 
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said for a while that if they would allow 
me to continue to tell the facts of the case 
to the constituency at home I could stay 
with them. But they could see their way 
clear neither to change nor to allow me, 


while in their employment, to tell the facts’ 


at home; and they called me disloyal for 
having spoken out. : 

No missionary under their employment 
can with their consent criticize their doc- 
trinal policy to the givers at home, and so 
they left no alternative for us but to re- 
sign. To stay further in their employ- 
ment under those conditions would stultify 
our consciences. 

I told them that an employee in a bank 
has a higher loyalty to the stockholders 
and the depositors in that bank than to 
the officials who are over him; and so I 
felt that I would be absolutely untrue to 
the givers if I continued, by my presence in 
their employment and by my silence as to 
the issue, to encourage givers to give to 
the official Board. For while much of 
their work is in the hands of missionaries 
who are preaching the Gospel, too much 
of it, especially in union work, is not. 





Dr. Speer’s 
Defense of Modernism 


The Bible League Monthly, organ 
of the Bible League of India, Burma, 
and Ceylon, published in its issue of 
June, 1935, the address that had been 
made earlier last year by the Editor 
of the Times, Charles G. Trumbull, 
on Foreign. Missionary Betrayals of 
the Faith. This reprinting of the ad- 
dress was introduced by a statement 
of remarkable significance written by 
“A Presbyterian Missionary in India,” 
who said, in part: 


“As a missionary under the Pres- 
byterian Foreign .Board which was 
under fire in this Philadelphia meet- 
ing, we should like to say that we 
are sorry that it has been necessary 
to make Dr. Speer the chief object 
of this criticism. We have always 
had intense admiration for Dr. Speer. 
. . . But for eighteen years, he has 
fought against division in the church, 
and has been called upon to defend 
certain tendencies in the church and 
Board. He has found no point at 
which he might withdraw from such 
defense, and has been defending in 
recent years outspoken Modernism in 
the Church and Board. 


“His recent letter to the West Jer- 
sey Presbytery’s overture to the next 
meeting of the General Assembly, 
relative to the Foreign Mission Board, 
is a defense of flagrant Modernism, 
and will have more divisive influence 
than all the criticisms made against 
the Board. Instead of this effort to 
defend the evident Modernism of the 
Board, if Dr. Speer would be willing 
to see that all is not right in the 
Board and would make a sincere effort 
to make right that which is wrong, 
the grounds of criticism would be re- 
moved and the divisive elements, in- 
cluding the new Board, would speedily 
disappear.” 
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Even money entrusted to missionaries 
who are sound in themselves is not always 
given into safe hands, because a big ma- 
jority of our official Board missionaries 
seem willing to co-operate with those who 
are tearing down our Gospel; and they 
are unwilling to subscribe to or to fix on 
any doctrinal guarantee for the use of our 
money. Funds of the official Board up in 
Shantung and in other parts of China are 
largely given over to co-operative com- 
mittees of Chinese and missionaries. 

The North China Synod of the Pres- 
byterian Church asked for a doctrinal guar- 
antee for these co-operative committees, 
and the Chinese delegates of the two co- 
operating Church bodies, in a meeting to 
fix on the constitution for these commit- 
tees, voted eight to four in favor of such 
a doctrinal guarantee; but the motion was 
defeated because the missionary delegates 
voted nine to two in the negative. 

And so we could do no other than come 
out from their employment. After we were 
out, the opportunity presented itself for 
joining the Independent Board. We were 
wavering; we had been inclined for some 
months to do as Dr. and Mrs. Stearns 
had done when they came out because of 
the same doctrinal reasons, and become 
independent missionaries, trusting only the 
Lord for support. But when we heard of 
the tribulations that our brethren over 
here, who were fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der for the same cause as ourselves, had 
met, we hadn’t the heart to do anything 
else but to join with them. 


“Toward the Mark for the Prize”’ 


As I look back upon thirty-two years of 
contesting, of fighting against this terrible 
Modernism that was encroaching upon our 
work in the foreign field, I do so with 
shame. Our only regret is that we did 
not take this step, bring things to an issue, 
fifteen to twenty years before we did. We 
have lost precious ground, and we feel 
that we were unfaithful during those years. 
True, we had tried to reform from within, 
but my testimony after thirty-two years 
is that that policy was a failure. We saw 
things go from bad to worse. 

But I thank the Lord that he opened our 
eyes and that he led us out; and I am sure 
that we who are true to the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ can rely upon the God of 
Heaven to prosper us, and we can arise 
in his power to accomplish the work that 
he has given us to do. I believe that the 
Lord is more and more going to show even 
our enemies that he loves us for the stand 
we have taken for his Word. 

He showed it over in Chicago. While 
Dr. Buswell, the President of Wheaton 
College, was on trial for his membership 
on the Independent Board, that very day 
a mighty revival broke out in Wheaton 
College, one of the most blessed revivals 
they have ever experienced. 

And out there in Tacoma, Washington, 
it was just simply thrilling to observe the 
joy and the spiritual power in that won- 
derful church of Dr. Brumbaugh of our 
Independent Board. 

The Lord is using the Independent Board. 
The Lord will prosper us, and we will 
arise without the help of those who, while 
they claim that they are for us, are really 
against the Cross of Jesus Christ; and he 
will bless us and enable us to accomplish 
his work.

66 OT a day passes that my peace- 
filled life and grateful heart do not 


thank God for Keswick.” This spon- 
taneous testimony could be multiplied many 
times among hundreds whose lives have been 
touched by our living Lord in the Spirit- 
controlled place widely known today as 
America’s Keswick, and it is not surprising 
when the message is Christ, the method is 
prayer, the means is the Holy Spirit, and 
the result is a new, supernatural life. 
Arriving at Keswick either by train 
or car, one is welcomed by the blue waters 
of one of the lovely lakes, attractive not 
only to those who enjoy good swimming 
and boating, but also to those who revel 
in the beauty of reflections and sunsets. 
After registering at the office and being 
directed to a room, there still may be time 
for a walk around the grounds before 
the call to dinner. To the person see- 
ing Keswick for the first time, one of 
the most impressive scenes is the view 
from the porch of the Raws Memorial 
over the lower lake with its coves, rustic 
bridges, and evergreens reflected on its 
usually placid surface. Two white swans 
moving gracefully and silently over the 
water complete the delightful picture. 


In Memory of the Founder 


The road encircling the lake is filled 
with interest. First the rustic bridge gives 
opportunity for beautiful snapshots,- both 
up and down the lake. At the curve of the 
road, among the evergreens, we find a 
monument built by the men of the Colony 
in loving tribute to William Raws, the 
founder. of Keswick. A little farther on 
is the Dora Raws Memorial building, the 
fine dormitory for the men of Keswick 
Colony. At the end of the lake a group 
of cottages remind us of the founding of 
Keswick in 1897, and we see the “Old 
Homestead,” the original executive build- 
ing, where the work began with a capital 
of $1.87. We see, also, the little Chapel 
built by the Colonists themselves, only a 
few months after the opening of Keswick. 
It is one of the most sacred spots on the 
entire six hundred acres, for it marks the 
spiritual birthplace of literally thousands 
of people. 

After dinner we find a “Get-Together,” 
or a time for getting acquainted, has been 
arranged for the conference guests, and we 
join a happy group playing games out on 
the lawn in front of the Raws Memorial 
by the edge of the lake. 

The motto of the conference, so precious 
to thousands who have attended confer- 
ences at Keswick, brings the first message 
as one enters the’ Auditorium. In large 
letters, high over the platform, and beau- 
tifully framed in a solid bank of ever- 
greens, the secret of life for the Christian 
stands out vividly in the words of Paul, 
“To me to live is Christ,” or as some one 
has put it, “To me life is Christ,” or “Christ 
is life to me.” 

As Christ himself is presented in the 
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new assurance BOS heatt/ neo tare 
seem to be in arent need of him, and 
already one begins to thank God for the 
privilege of being at the conference, 

At six thirty Sunday morning the con- 
ference is awakened with the strains of 
“Holy, Holy, Holy” from the cornet, 
sounding through the pines and across the 
grounds to announce the beginning of an- 
other happy day. At seven o'clock people 
have begun to gather in the Auditorium 
for the prayer hour, a service especially 
for prayer. After appropriate hymns and 
a short message from the Word, the re- 
mainder of the hour is given over to prayer 
and intercession, and how faithfully God 
speaks to hearts in the stillness of that quiet 
hour. Thus, the day begins, and all of 
the meetings, including the Bible hour at 
nine o’clock, the regular morning worship 
service at ten o'clock, the “Expectation” 
meeting in the late afternoon, and the en- 
tire evening service seem to be laying a real 
foundation upon which the message of the 
week shall rest. The week-day program 
or schedule is filled with blessing and priv- 
ilege from beginning to end. But suppose 
we take a description of a typical con- 
ference day from the letter of a young 
man whose heart has been overflowing with 
gratitude to God for the transformation 
wrought in his life during one of last 
summer’s conferences : 


“The speaking melodies of the cornet 
breaking through the brisk morning air — 
the quietness and permeating presence of 
the Lord Jesus in the prayer hour —the 
fellowship of the breakfast table where ex- 
pectations of the day are voiced — the Bible

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hour where we learned new and penetrating 
truths —the missionary message that stir- 
red our souls and burdened our hearts for 
the lost in foreign lands—the victorious 
life hour that seemed to lift us up and 
above the commonplace things and show 
us the reality of victory over sin—the 
luncheon periods of refreshing fellowship 
—the afternoon sports and meditations — 
the evening meal, and then the setting sun 
thrusting its rays on the lake and reflect- 
ing its hue on the evergreens behind the 
pulpit in the Auditorium, where the man 
of God pours out the evening message — 
that all spell. ctory. Then the prayer 
hour seals th ‘ay and the cornet lulls 
us to sleep.” 


Undergirded with Prayer 


Many are impressed with the large place 
prayer has in these conferences. The day 
opens with the prayer hour and closes 
with prayer groups. The leaders, speakers, 
and prayer helpers are constantly before 
the Lord in prayer as the day progresses. 
There is a very evident dependence upon 
the Holy Spirit in the giving of the mes- 
sages and in the conduct of the conference. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
result of such a conference is new spir- 
itual life for many and large numbers 
called out into service for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Although there is freedom to change 
the program or arrangements at any time, 
under the guidance of the Spirit, usually 
we notice a definite progression right 
through the week. For instance, on Mon- 
day, Sin and Its Only Remedy is usually 
the theme; Tuesday, The Way of Victory 
over Sin; Wednesday, Surrender; Thurs- 
day, Faith; Friday, Service, or the new 
life lived out; Saturday, Continuance in 
the New Life; and Sunday, the theme is 
best described by 1 Thessalonians 1:9, 10: 
“Ye turned to God from idols to serve 
the living and true God; and to wait for 
his Son from heaven.” 

Satisfying Truth for Everyday Life 

Each message seems so intensely prac- 
tical and we find the Holy Spirit bringing 
great spiritual truths right down to our 
own experience and satisfying the longing 
of our hearts. We wish it were possible 
to relate some of these messages of power 
covering almost every phase of the be- 
liever’s life, constraining one through the 
love of Christ to abandonment unto him- 
self, bowing our hearts with confession 
of the sin of having doubted him as we 
behold his faithfulness and power. Before 
the week is over we are possessed of a 
great longing that he shall fill the empty 
life with a new passion for the lust and 
a willingness to follow him even unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth, in a life of 
service. Can we forget the sight of that 
large group of young people standing across 
the front of the platform at the close of 
the heart-stirring missionary service on 
Friday evening? More than one hundred 
young people during the summer laid their 
lives on the altar of sacrifice for foreign 
service. Then, we are so grateful to God 
for messages that show us the dangers 
ahead and the only possibility of continuing 
our walk in victory over sin. 

In the “Say-So” meeting on the closing 
Sunday afternoon, we find ourselves eager 
to express our thanksgiving and proclaim 
what the Lord himself now means to us. 
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An average of more than one hundred tes- 
timonies were given in the, “Say-So” meet- 
ings of last summer’s conferences, and on 
Labor Day 195 stirring testimonies were 
given in one and a half hours, not includ- 
ing the fifty others who raised their hands 
to say they, too, would have testified, had 
there been time. Shall we listen to just 
a few characteristic testimonies from those 
meetings? 

“I am glad I came to Keswick. This 
is my first time. Last Sunday I was saved; 
Tuesday night I yielded my whole life, and 
Friday night I volunteered for foreign serv- 
ice.” 

“Last Tuesday night I surrendered to 
the Lord. I was pretty stubborn, but I 
am glad now. I want to thank and praise 
him, too, for answered prayer.” 

“In the ‘Expectation meeting’ last Sun- 
day afternoon I said that I expected the 
Lord to give me a new vision of himself 
here. The Lord had already begun to 
answer, and now he has completely an- 
swered, I have seen him through the mes- 
sages of the conferences in such a way that 
he has bowed my heart in the dust before 
him, and I know that for the rest of my 
life here I, with Paul, want to ‘count all 
things but loss for the excellency of the 
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knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord.’” 

“My family and I have been to many 
Bible conferences, but here we have seen 
the Lord more than ever before. The 
Lord’s people here are just expecting great 
things from God and receiving them.” 

“The only way I can sum up the bless- 
ing of this week is, ‘Hallelujah, what a 
Saviour! Psalm 36:7, 8, 9.’” 

“I praise the Lord for a new revelation 
of what it cost the Son of God to become 
my all-sufficient Saviour.” 

“T thought the Lord had given me a bad 
bargain in a church that needs revival. 
I am wondering now if the church didn’t 
get the bad bargain. By His grace, whether 
the church changes or not, the pastor has.” 

And shall we ever forget the closing 
service of the conference when, after a 
message on the coming again of the Lord 
who is our Life, we gathered about his 
table in a most blessed communion serv- 
ice? Then, the conference closed with a 
great fellowship circle in a continuous line 
formed around the walls of the Auditorium 
and across the platform. As we sang the 
closing hymns it seemed but a step into 
Glory and more than ever we longed for 
His appearing.

Lighting Gospel Beacons in the South 


Like the lamplighter, a Sunday school missionary 
Fis torch through the mountains

visited as a missionary of the American 

Sunday School Union, there was a 
poor widow, living in a one-room home, 
who for forty-seven years had never owned 
a Bible. I gave her one and she was very 
proud to receive it. I found an old church 
almost rotted down, and there had been 
no Sunday school for years. The people 
helped me, and now they have a church 
organized, a good prayer meeting, and 
their church has been repaired. 

The American Sunday School Union 
(which was the first publisher of THE 
Sunpay ScHoot Times) was,.organized in 
1817, is non-sectarian, and works only in the 
rural sections where no organized church 
of any denomination is at work. When any 
work that we have begun becomes self- 
supporting we turn it over to the church 
of its choice and we start work in another 
community that is without the Gospel. We 
have 183 missionaries, and we work in 
practically every state in the country. 

I have been on this field in Kentucky 
for almost fifteen years, During that time 
it has been my privilege to organize 114 
new Sunday schools, visit over 21,000 
families, distribute 747 Bibles, and 1,847 
Testaments. I have opened up seventy 
preaching stations, held seventy-nine Daily 
Vacation Bible Schools, delivered over 
2,800 sermons and addresses, and traveled 
over 70,000 miles, about 30,000 miles of 
which was on horseback. Over 2,200 con- 
versions occurred ip. these Sunday schools 
during that time, and the new converts 
united with the church of their choice. 
Nineteen churches of six different denomi- 
nations have grown out of this work. 

In another community I found an old 


I ONE village in the South, which I 


frame church that had been abandoned for 
many years. I asked one of my teachers, 
after I had organized a Sunday school, 
how long it had been since the sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper had been administered. 
This good lady said: “Brother Rosson, I 
do not know. I have been living here for 
seventeen years, and it has not ‘been admin- 
istered since I have been living here.” 
On my next trip there we celebrated the 
Lord’s Supper. A large section here was 
without a Sunday school. The roads are 
so bad you can scarcely travel over them. 
I organized two other Sunday schools in 
this section, ; 

Sometimes it is asked, “Is this work 
permanent?” The best illustration I can 
give is the following: Big Creek Union 
Sunday School, Kentucky, was organized 
by the Rev. Mr. Buchanan, a missionary of 
the American Sunday School Union, in 
1855. This school is in- a country neigh- 
borhood, far from any railroad. For more 
than sixty years its meetings have been 
regular and it is now under the care of a 
church. As the surrounding territory is 
not thickly populated, the average attend- 
ance has not been large. The records 
show that out of this school have come 
101 teachers, twenty-four merchants, twelve 
lawyers, fifteen practicing physicians, one 
Lieutenant-Governor of Kentucky, one 
candidate for Vice-President of the United 
States, one missionary of the American 
Sunday School Union, and thirteen minis- 
ters of the Gospel. The list of those con- 
verted in the school runs into the hundreds. 
One outstanding fact of this school is that 
no one connected with it has ever been 
convicted of any crime. In another com- 
munity, where one of our missionaries or- 
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ganized a Sunday school many years ago, 
there are eight people who have attended 
the school for forty years. Within that 
time the community became one of the best 
sections of the county. 

Twelve years ago I found an old church 
that had been abandoned for a long time. 
Bushes and briers had grown up around 
it almost as high as the church. After the 
men of the community met and cleared 
away the briers and bushes, I organized a 
Sunday school for them. This school did 
fine work, and they covered their church 
and made other repairs. 

A division came in the Sunday school 
and it died out. I tried different times to 
get it started again and failed. Later, 
I secured a young man to go there and 
preach for them each month and to or- 
ganize a prayer meeting. This year, in 
a revival there, there were fifty conver- 
sions and the community was completely 
changed. I had the privilege of attending 
the baptizing of twenty-five of these con- 
verts, who ranged in age from a small 
boy to an old gray-haired woman. Our 
Sunday school there-is now progressing 
well, with an attendance of fifty to sixty 
each Sunday. It is worth while to per- 
severe, though it seemed for some years 
that I could do nothing; but to see the 
work they are now doing repays me for all 
my efforts. The people here are poor and 
the majority of them are on the relief rolls. 

Here in the “hill section” of Kentucky, 
a farming district, where I have the priv- 
ilege of laboring, I find the people appre- 
ciative and willing to co-operate. They 
are practically all native-born whites. I 
have had forty-three Sunday schools go- 
ing the past year, with 2,600 enrolled, and - 
have supervised fifteen Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools, with 626 enrolled. 

At one point on my field it was my priv- 
ilege to organize the first Sunday school 
the people ever had. It is some distance 
from the nearest church, and they meet in 
their schoolhouse. In traveling the main 
highway you would have to look carefully 
to find the road that leads up a small 
branch and then up a steep hill to the ridge. 
In this community live nearly one hundred 
people, and the land and the people are 
poor. In visiting the homes I have found 
only a few Christians. The roads are 
bad, and in going up and down some of 
the hills I had to walk and lead my horse; 
some of the roads are not passable in a 
car. I found the people very hospitable, 
and it is a pleasure to work with them. 

A Christian woman was chosen as super- 
intendent of this school. Later I secured a 
pastor friend to go there to hold a revival, 
and they had a fine meeting with several 
accepting Christ. The Sunday school then 
took on new life and the life of the com- 
munity was greatly improved. Later, they 
had one of the best Children’s Day pro- 
grams I ever witnessed. Their school- 
house was too small to accommodate the 
large crowd, so they built seats under some 
trees. About fifty children took part in 
the program and one would have thought 


‘they were accustomed to appearing in 


public, 

All of the superintendents here are fine 
folk, but some deserve special mention. One 
woman drives ten miles each way each 
Sunday and superintends a Sunday school 
that has gone on now for two years regu- 
larly. About two hundred people live in 
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this section, and they would have no Sun- 
day school if this good woman did not 
make this sacrifice. There is one teacher 
who has taught the adult class in either 
of two of our Sunday schools for sixty-one 
years. During that time over six hundred 
from his class have accepted Christ as 
their personal Saviour.

Y DEAR READER: Your questions 

on a subject that is attracting the 
attention of God’s children more and more 
are of vital importance in the Christian 
life. I fully sympathize with your feelings 
and concern, and your question as to how 
to arouse the consciences of women on this 
matter is timely. 

There are comparatively few who think 
there is anything very wrong with the 
shameless tendencies of the day. ’ 

Your anxiety to know how to arouse 
women’s consciences so that they will be 
modest in appearance is good. We have 
a right to expect the church to lead in this 
effort to bring about a change of thought 
and action in this respect. You have ac- 
knowledged that you stand alone in hold- 
ing your views, and you certainly know 
how hard it is to make an impression any- 
where and to bring about reform in this 
matter. It does seem today as though 
Satan in his work of defilement were sup- 
ported by many women. So few see any 
harm in this exposure of the body, and 
even when we hear a strong preacher give 
the truth on this subject, the majority 
smile and laugh at the pointed truth that 
they have heard. It looks as though we 
are truly in the days spoken of in Matthew 
24:37: “But as the days of Noe were, so 
shall also the coming of the Son of man 
be”; and it is a sign we are to look for 
the “coming of the Son of man.” 

In 1 Timothy 5: 22 we read, “Keep thy- 
self pure,” and if we follow this instruc- 
tion, we cannot evade the questions raised 
by modern dress. Our styles do not come 
from Christian establishments, but from 
places with which we have nothing in 
common. If you will read 1 John 2: 16 
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you will find that we have three things to 
fight: “All that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh and the lust of the eyes, and 
the vainglory of life,” and whatever en- 
courages these is not of God, the Father, 
who owns us as his children. We do not 
“study to show” ourselves “approved unto 
him” if we satisfy Satan in our dress. 

More and more we as Christians are 
finding ourselves being separated into a 
body of the chosen ones, who are looking 
for His appearing, and we need to be care- 
ful that we are really ready in appearance 
as well as in heart! Never change your 
attitude in this matter, and never refrain 
from telling others of the evil influence 
of this nudity on the youth of today, and, 
at the same time, pointing them to the 
higher plane on which we may live. We 
are slipping fast into a deadened sense 
of that which leads to sin! The English 
poet has said: 

Vice is a monster of such. frightful mein 

As, to be hated, needs but to be seen; 

But, seen too oft, familiar with her face, 

We first endure, then pity, then embrace. 
Let us take our stand against the works 
of the Devil! 

As to the question of short hair, you only 
have to read 1 Corinthians 11:15 and see 
what it says. “If a woman have long 
hair, it is a glory to her: for her hair is 
given her for a covering.” 
Curwood, writing in the Cosmopolitan, 
says: “In sacrificing to an ugly fad, the 
most beautiful of all things given to a 
woman, your crowning glory of hair, you 
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have perpetrated unconsciously and with- 
out criminal intent the greatest atrocity 
against femininity and the fitness and beauty 
of things known in the history of woman- 
hood. Within the tragically short space 
of a few years you have destroyed the 
one possession which, more than anything 
else, made you a woman, gave you poise 
and - enchantment which, like the 
bloom of a rose at frost time, is now so 
pathetically gone—your individuality is 
gone with your hair in the scrap heap; 
you are, if possibly good looking, just 
like a countless number of peas in one big 
pod. All possess that terrible and deadly 
sameness.” 

I have not given all that this well 
known author said on the subject, but you 
can find it in the booklet called “Bobbed 
Hair,” by H. F. Boyce (Victoria Book 
and.

I want 
also to call your attention to the booklet 
called “The Covered Woman,” by Clinton 
L. Fowler, Dean of the Denver Bible 
Institute (Institute Book Nook, 2047 Glen- 
arm Place, Denver, Colo., 30 cents post- 
paid). These pamphlets are worth read- 
ing, and will help to make women think, 
if you will get them and pass them around 
among your unthinking friends. 

We are born to glorify God, and as his 
children we ought to live up to our high- 
est privileges in all ways! Let us remem- 
ber the privilege we have in doing his will: 
“Whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God” (1 Cor. 10:31).

For a month he had been a 
member of the Beginners Department, and 
he enjoyed it with all his three-year-old 
enthusiasm. 

But one hour was not nearly enough 
for him. Why should such a delightful 
time be so short? Jimmy decided that he 
would repeat the joys at home. After his 
nap on Sunday afternoon, he announced his 
decision to Mother, Daddy, and Grammy. 
They were going to have Sunday school 
right there in the play room. It was 
evident that his golden curls wore the 
crown in that family circle, for he soon 
had them all sitting in order, while he 
stood on a low chair and taught them 
his favorite chorus: 


“Since the Lord saved me 
I’m as happy as can be— 
My cup’s full and running over.” 


He had them all follow him in the motions, 
making a cup with his hands, pointing 
up to Heaven when they sang of the Lord, 
and churning his chubby fists furiously for 
the “running over” part. 

All went well until they came to the 
prayer time, for Jimmy was following 
the order used in Sunday school most liter- 
ally.

“O Father of us all, we are thankful 
for all things great and good. Amen.” 

Jimmy’s head came up with a jerk, and 
he looked at his Grandma with wide- 
puzzled eyes. 

“But, Grammy,” he said, “that’s not 
right. You have to say ‘Thank you’ be- 
cause Jesus died on the cross for your sins, 
first of all.” 

Then Mother came to the rescue. 

“Let Daddy pray next, Sonny,” she said. 

Daddy knew the Lord, and was able to 
pray to suit the little leader. The rest of 
the home Sunday school went smoothly, 
but there was a smoldering fire in the 
grandmother’s eyes. 

Next Sunday when Jimmy called for 
Sunday school at home, Grammy pleaded 
a headache, and said she would go up to 
her room to lie down. But Jimmy could 
not bear to think of his dear Grandmother 
missing such a joy, so he said:

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HYMN for Tithing.—Two hundred 
A years ago, on January 6, 1735, Philip 

Doddridge wrote the greatly loved 
hymn, “O God of Bethel by whose hand,” to 
follow a sermon on Jacob’s vow. It is a 
paraphrase of Genesis 28: 20-22, and de- 
clared by John Bright to be the best hymn 
in English. . Dr. Banks Nelson of Hamil- 
ton, Ontario, writes in The Presbyterian 
Record that, being under treatment with 
eyes bandaged so that he could neither 
read nor write, he happened to be singing 
this hymn with memories of God’s protect- 
ing providence through a lifetime.. When 
he came to the last lines, 


And Thou shalt be our chosen God 
And portion evermore, 


it suddenly occurred to him that this was 
not the end of Jacob’s vow, but that he 
made a further covenant, saying, “Of all 
that thou shalt give me I will surely give 
the tenth unto thee.” Did not Doddridge 
include this in his paraphrase? He began 
to investigate and discovered that Dodd- 
ridge did indeed write a final verse and 
an exceptionally fine one: 


To Thee, as to our covenant God, 
We'll our whole selves resign, 
And count that not our tenth alone 

But all we have is thine. 


“If that verse had been sung by my 
young generation,” wrote Dr. Nelson, “we 
all would have been tithers from our first 
communion. I cannot express the joy I 
felt when I made this discovery. What a 
perfect paraphrase of the original! The 
more I examined it the more I felt like 
Browning’s diver, I had ‘risen with my 
pearl,’” ; 

John Logan, who introduced the hymn 
into the Book of Scottish Praise, omitted 
the verse, apparently out of dislike of tith- 
ing. “So did he come between the Church 
and Doddridge, yes between the Church 
and the Holy Spirit. I am writing this,” 
continues Dr. Nelson, “in the hope that it 
may open the eyes of all to the serious 
loss to our souls and to God’s cause 
when anyone tampers with God’s Word 
and declines to tithe the ‘prosperity’ God 
gives,” 


A Bible conference in Hangchow, 
China, is described by Mrs. W. S. Sweet. 
A Chinese. evangelist came to Hangchow 
last July for a month of meetings de- 
signed especially for Chinese Christians 
and workers. They were out for real Bible 
study and searching of Scripture. A book of 
the Bible was studied each morning from 
nine to twelve. Another book was studied 
each evening. Thus the whole Bible was 
covered in a month’s time. Some extra 
days were added at the close for the study 
of the Revelation. 

“People came to these meetings from 
all over China, and even from Manila. 
They were hungry for the pure Word of 
God. Several young men from Shantung 


paid their railway fare as far as their 
money went and walked the rest of the 
way. Over four hundred gathered day 
after day, with Bible, notebook, and pencil, 
sitting for three hours both morning and 
evening in spite of the heat.” 

Another encouraging picture from Chi- 
nese Christianity is that of the fifteen mis- 
sionaries (including wives) who are work- 
ing under the Chinese Foreign Missionary 
Union in the Dutch East Indies. Mr. 
Jaffray says of them: “We have much 
reason to praise the Lord for the ministry 
of these consecrated workers. Pastor 
Linn, who has recently gone back to China 
on furlough, though a man of delicate 
health, endured great hardship and suffer- 
ing in the jungles of Borneo for the sake 
of the Name. These workers voluntarily 
cut themselves off from the outside world 
and live with the natives. They have 


.surely seen a great fruitage from their 


labors. Mr. and Mrs. Wong and James 
Chan, recently arrived, are hard at work 
on the Malay language.” 

Chinese missionaries are carrying the 
Gospel to Borneo Dyaks; the Dyaks are 
handing it on to Poonan Dyaks, the real 
“wild men of Borneo” in the interior. 
Here is the true method for foreign mis- 
sions. The Dyak student-evangelists made 
two unsuccessful attempts to reach the 
Poonans, and each time the latter fled to 
the jungle recesses. The third time they 
were successful, and one evangelist reports 
that fifty-seven have accepted Christ, 


Clouded Minds in Heathendom.—A 
Congo missionary writes that he was seek- 
ing to lead his hearers to a realization of 
sin and based his words on the Ten Com- 
mandments. He. had gone as far as the 
sixth, when one of his hearers burst out 
triumphantly, “Ah, brothers, I see what he 
is trying to teach us. On the fourth day 
of the month we must not labor, for that 
is a holy day, on the fifth we must honor 
our fathers and mothers, on the sixth we 
must murder nobody.” 

A Chinese memorial pagoda built in A. D. 
750 has the following history. The daugh- 
ter of the prime minister, an excellent cook, 
mixed ducks’ brains in his bean-curd soup 
secretly. This made an incomparable dish, 
but the ghosts of the many slaughtered 
ducks haunted her so clamorously that she 
died. The sorcerers consulted ordered a 
pagoda built with a brick for every duck 
killed. The duck spirits were appeased, 

That was twelve centuries ago. And 
today? Japanese poultry-men yearly sacri- 
fice to the spirits of those feathered hens 
and ducks whom they have put out of ex- 
istence during the year. The grim humor 
lies in the fact that Rethinkers of Missions 
would have Christian missionaries learn 
religion as well as teach it when they 
land in Japan. This would be like appro- 
priating the hygienic wisdom of Madagas- 
car. “Why do you do this?” asks a mis- 
sionary of a native. “Because it’s our 








custom.” So because of custom they “place 
a louse in the baby’s hair immediately after 
birth. It is the grandmother who has the 
honor of transplanting the species from her 
own head” (from the story of Zanahary in 
Madagascar). 


Persecution in Japan.—From Deutsche 
Zukunft one learns that the Japanese gov- 
ernment is strongly supporting Buddhism 
in Korea with new temples and seminaries 
for training priests. “In the Japanese House 
of Lords a speaker recently remarked that 
the separation of Buddhism and Shintoism 
was as regrettable as a divorce of man 
and wife. A. systematic religious basis for 
political action is being prepared, aiming 
at pan-Asiatic leadership on spiritual lines 
in India, Siam, Annam, and Indo-China. 
Again the Shinto ex-abbot, Kozui Otani, is 
seeking to erect in Manchuria a great cloister 
for the education of young Mongol lama 
priests. A vast tract of land has been 
bought on which charitable institutions will 
be erected and model agriculture taught. 

The Japanese press mentions the perse- 
cution of Mr. Yoshinori, a Christian lay- 
man, for his denunciation of Japanese 
idolatries. He is a dentist in Kobe, con- 
verted some years ago, who has been 
preaching Christ in the open air in Mina- 
togawa Park. On this particular day his 
subject was God, One and Indivisible. He 
declared that the mirror deified in the 
shrine of the sun goddess was not God 
and should not be worshiped. For this 
he was put in police ward for sixty-two 
days, then transferred to another prison 
for sixty days, and after trial sentenced 
to one year’s penal servitude and the pay- 
ment of court expenses. This judgment 
was based on Article 74 of the - criminal 
code relating to disrespectful acts com- 
mitted against the imperial shrines or im- 
perial mausoleums. Mr. Yoshinori then 
appealed to the higher court in Osaka, but 
his sentence was confirmed. The judg- 
ment read in part: “As a result of his 
fanaticism he declared that there is no God 
except the God of Christianity, and in order 
to propagate this faith he criticized and 
attacked the gods who are deified in the 
shrines of our country and who are honored 
greatly by the whole nation.” Mr. Yosh- 
inori has appealed to the Supreme Court 
of Japan. 


A Pleasanter Note from Japan.—A 
Japanese naval officer of scientific standing 
was sent by his government with scientists 
of other Jands to observe an eclipse of the 
sun from a South Pacific island. The 
people of the island, Christianized in the 
preceding generation, were devout and 
Sabbath-observing and for this were made 
the butt of ridicule by newspaper men at- 
tached to the expedition. These reporters 
staged a beer party on the beach and tried 
to get the natives to sing for them. They 
would sing only hymns. The Japanese 
officer, a Christian man, hearing of -this 
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hectoring, intervened and broke up the beer 
party. When the scientists wished to com- 
mandeer the natives to work for them on 
Sunday he again intervened and insisted 
that they should pour the concrete foun- 
dations for their instruments themselves if 
it was to be done on Sunday. He testifies 
to much joy in helping in the Sunday 
school, attending the regular worship, and 
having much blessed fellowship with his 
Polynesian brethren in Christ. 


Mexican Workers of the Latin-Ameri- 
can Fellowship.—Francisco Soto, a Za- 
potec Indian, is evangelizing Miztecs. He 
has taken his blacksmith tools and spent 
several months in one of the villages where 
outsiders have never been allowed en- 
trance. 

Manuel Hernandez, one of the earliest 
volunteers for the Miztecs, has turned over 
to the mission on the field nine groups of 
believers. He has now, in the Upper Miz- 
teca, seven groups of Indian believers, in 
addition to eleven villages where there are 
groups vitally interested in the Gospel. 

The door has opened to the Trique In- 
dians. “Our ideal is not to gather men 
but to disperse them, setting them free 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit 
as soon as possible.” Thus Martin Lopez, 
long without financial help, gives his tes- 
timony in the state of Oaxaca. He is a 
highway employe. 

Elias Camargo, with a group of vol- 
unteers, continues his testimony every Sun- 
day in Mexico City. He has* been led of 
God to establish a Christian colony where the 
believers live together on lines similar to 
the life of the first believers in Jerusalem. 
Their number is growing. This, too, is 
independent work. “We have nowhere built 
church buildings.” : 

“We have now four pure Tarazcan 
workers. Nine of our believers have been 
killed by fanatics. Cenovia, a woman evan- 
gelist, has lost her husband, — cruelly mur- 
dered. Senorita Elena, who last year wit- 
nessed seventy-five professed conversions, 
also nearly laid down her life for the Taraz- 
can people.” * 


From the Philippines.—In the Philip- 
pine Presbyterian Miss Ruth Svenson 
brings encouraging reports. “At Iligan, 
Lanao, we dedicated a lovely new chapel. 
The minister is Mrs. Julia Yapsutco, a 
delightful person, the first woman licensed 
to preach in the United Evangelical Church, 
and on fire for Christ. In her report she 
says: ‘We gave no dinners, held no bene- 
fits. Our money was given and our church 
was built through prayer.’ 

“The -largest Protestant church in the 
islands is at Guihulngan, Oriental Negroes. 
There are 3,000 members on the church 
roll. It has twenty-one districts scat- 
tered throughout the near-by mountains 
and valleys, each with an afternoon Sun- 
day school. Twice a year each district 
has a series of evangelistic meetings. I 
spent a week-end in one of the mountain 
districts and noticed how, when darkness 
fell, one could hear the singing in family 
worship, here and there, over the hillsides,” 


“I will come to visions and revelations 
of the Lord.’”—Mr. Miller of the Amer- 
ican Presbyterian Mission tells of a Ko- 
rean woman who for sixteen years had 
kept away from the Lord’s Table. She 
could not forgive the husband who had 
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wickedly wronged her. Then suddenly she 
came to the missionary’s study to say, “I 
am ready to take the Communion. I have 
forgiven him.” This was her story: 

“When I left you the other day I went 
home and read Matthew 18 as you told me 
to do. Then I had a vision of Christ on 
the cross. I drew near to him and touched 
his pierced feet with my face,—no im- 
aginary feet, but real flesh and blood. As 
I looked up at him, and thought of all it 
cost him to forgive me, I said to myself: 
‘Of course I can forgive those who have 
wronged me. If I forgive, I will pull a 
nail from my blessed Saviour’s body. If 
I fail, I will thereby drive in another nail.’ 
Then I tried to think what evil things 
my husband had done to me, to see if I 
could forgive each one, and not one thing 
could I recall. All had gone from my 
heart and mind.” 

“Then she prayed; and I never heard 
a more heart-felt prayer than this for 
her husband: ‘He is wandering like a lost 
sheep. Lord, save him. One drop of thy 
precious blood will suffice to wash away 
his sin.’ 

“The next day she was at communion.” 

Miss Miller of Angola tells this. A 
mission girl lay for three hours in a 
trance when supposed to be dead of pleuro- 
pneumonia. When she wakened she asked 
for clean water, a clean dress, and the 
reading of Scripture. Then she told what 
she had seen,—a city with walls “twice 
the size of our mountain” and great shin- 
ing gates. Above the walls were very high 
houses. (She had never seen a city and 
had no idea even of a village except a 
few mud huts; nor had she ever heard of, 
or read, the Book of the Revelation.) The 
walls were built of white stones “like 
Maria’s rhinestone” only brighter. The 
city was brighter than the sun, but this 
brightness did not come from outside but 
from within. Shining figures led her across 
a river to this city. She heard the voice 
of God rebuking her, though with kind- 
ness, for her deceptions and her selfishness, 
telling her that she must return .to earth 
to make confession and restitution. 

Miss Miller gives parallel instances in 
her mission experience, and thinks that per- 
haps this is God’s way in Africa where the 
people are so hard to reach with words 
alone, 


It Needs Watching.—The Manchester 
Guardian (Nov. 22, 1935) summarizes the 
Report of the Commission on Recent Dis- 
turbances in Northern Rhodesia. This 
sharply criticizes the so-called Watch 
Tower movement. The Watch Tower 
people are said to characterize all other 
forms of Christianity than their own as 
Satan’s organization, and to describe the 
British Government as the chief of the 
general beast of the whole of the earthly 
organization of Satan. They say the Devil 
fathered the League of Nations and that 
the British Empire is its mother. 

The report further charges indecent prac- 
tices, such as community of wives, to the 
movement, “The Watch Tower is spread- 
ing with considerable rapidity in North- 
ern Rhodesia, the African native being ex- 
tremely susceptible to oratory, especially 
when it is couched in the minatory lan- 
guage of the prophets. 

“The attacks in the name of Christ, 
made on the Christian labors of mission- 
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aries of every denomination, are very of- 
fensive and unedifying; also the attacks 
made on all forms of government.” The 
report, in closing, calls the Watch Tower 
movement dangerously subversive and one 
of the important causes of the recent dis- 
turbances in the copper fields. 


John Lake, Friend of Lepers.—Leprosy 
is still an ocean of misery, although little 
of it is now found in Christendom. India 
has a half million lepers, China a full 
million, and of those in Africa no man 
knows the number. There are some forty- 
six leper homes connected with Protestant 
missions with some 10,000 inmates. Here 
is a field large enough to occupy the 
attention of a dozen, a hundred, Modern 
Mission Movements with no disturbing an- 
tagonisms or conflicting theologies. 

In China the pagan method is to mas- 
sacre the worthless lepers, cajoling them 
together with the promise of a feast, then 
turning the machine guns loose and burning 
the dead with copious baptisms of petro- 
leum. It is a method which would com- 
mend itself to Soviet materialists. The 
Christian heart and conscience have pro- 
vided in China four refuges. On the Tai 
Kam Island below Canton John Lake has, 
in the past twenty years, built up a model 
settlement. He has taught the Chinese 
how to organize and maintain leper settle- 
ments in a Chinese way. By building a 
thousand Tai Kams China could stamp out 
leprosy, and it is within China’s power 
ultimately to do this. 

The Chinese appreciate what he has done. 
The leading Chinese daily of Hongkong 
recently published a four-page illustrated 
supplement as a “Farewell to Pastor John 
Lake, founder of Tai Kam.” And _ the 
editors did this without even suggesting 
to Mr, Lake what was coming. Such is 
Chinese devotion to him. One of the pic- 
tures represents a Taoist priest who had 
raised money among his people and taken 
a boatload of lepers to Tai Kam. He has 
done this twice and also came to hear Mr. 
Lake preach. The nineteenth building in 
this plant was erected by the first presi- 
dential family of China, and it was a 
voluntary gift at that. They sent for Mr. 
Lake to come to the capital to receive the 
money. 

Some one has called John Lake the 
Father Damien of our day. He is indeed 
working for lepers, but in a more whole- 
some way and with the prospect of vastly 
larger results. It is the difference between 
a modern leper settlement and a medieval 
lazar house with its good intentions and 
primitive methods. He does not get the 
newspaper space and the political advertise- 
ment of Damien, the Belgian priest. Let 
us make it up to him in practical help. 
Anything in the way of money, clothing, 
bandages, and the like, sent to John Lake, 
Hongkong, China, will reach him. 


Brief Notes.—Dr. Campbell White says 
of the Presbyterian Church, 432 W. Forty- 
fourth Street, New York: “Last summer 
81 boys and girls were in attendance at 
the Vacation School, only three of whom 
had a Protestant background. Yet. these 
boys and girls were taught many of the 
greatest Christian hymns, were led ta mem- 
orize much of the Bible, and gave a closing 
public exercise that would have done credit 
at a Children’s Day program in any 
church.”

“Well, Grammy, if your head hurts you, 
we will come up to your room to have 
Sunday school.” 

They did, for the little fellow could not 
be refused, and Grandmother was duly 
called upon to pray, but was just as far 
from the ability to do so as ever. 

Yet the small boy’s witness had its ef- 
fect, for her very inability to do what he 
said must be done made her anxious about 
her soul, and before another month had 
passed she had begun to read the Bible, 
and found the way of salvation through 
the shed blood of Christ upon the cross. 

Children, even tiny children, can be 
taught to pray aloud in public. It has 
been done in more than one Sunday school. 
Some suggestions may help teachers to 
guide their pupils to do this without hesi- 
tation or embarrassment, 

First of all, the children need to under- 
stand that praying is talking to God. It 
is not some fearful and mysterious thing, 
but the natural speech in which they ad- 
dress him as their Father. He has done 
much for them, and they should thank him. 

Very naturally the teacher may intro- 
duce the first prayer time in Sunday school. 
First she can talk with the children about 
what the Lord has done for them, the

5 pence life habits of the toad may be 
very interesting to small children, but 
it is doubtful whether many parents send 
their children to Sunday school to learn 
about them. Children like to pretend they 
are elephants, with swinging trunks, and 
bluebirds, with fluttering wings, but such 
“Impersonations” are more in place in 
kindergarten than in a Beginners Depart- 
ment on Sunday. But what has all this 
to do with Sunday school? 


Next week’s issue of the Times, the 
Superintendents’ Number, will contain an 
enlightening article on what goes on in 
some schools today. A Sunday school 
worker visited eighteen Beginners Depart- 
ments, and in two of them she found these 
elementary studies in science and natural 
history! Oh, says some one, the little folks 
need exercise and change of occupation! 
True, but the setting in these departments 
was not more encouraging than the per- 
formance of the children, 


But, of course, this is not all that the 
worker saw. In some departments, the 
teaching was skillful and true to the Word, 
and the program was: well arranged; in 
others surprising things were done. She 
visited these schools not to criticize, but 
to learn what she could for her own de- 
partment, and next week she will tell Trmes 
readers exactly what she saw. Her article 
is thought-provoking, and will cause many 
superintendénts and teachers to review their 
work, fo see whether they are doing all 
they can to lead even the little ones to a 
saving knowledge of the Lord Jesus and 
his Word. 
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things they wish to thank him for. What 
do they have that they especially like? 
Perhaps there is some favorite toy, or 
some great pleasure that they have had. 
Or they may mention Daddy or Mother, 
or food, or warm clothing, or Sunday 
school. At first they will need a few sug- 
gestions, but soon they will be able to 
think of many things themselves. No 
matter whether they mention their stock- 
ings or their pet kitten, the teacher must 
accept the suggestion seriously, for these 
things are very real to the children. 

Some child may wish to give thanks for 
the Lord Jesus. If they do not mention 
him, of their own accord, the teacher should 
do so, bringing out that he is God’s great- 
est gift> She should also speak of the 
Bible, explaining that if we did not have 
it, we would not have known the Lord 
Jesus died to take away our sins. 

The first few times the teacher will 
probably have to put the words in the 
children’s mouths. “Johnny, you say, 
‘Thank you, Lord Jesus, for dying for 
me.” “Mary, say, ‘Thank you, heavenly 
Father, for the Bible,’” and so on around 
the class, giving each a different phrase 
to repeat. After a few weeks they will 
be ready to pray themselves, but the teacher 
must always insist that the first prayers 
be thanks for salvation and the Bible. So, 
most naturally, they will come to pray 
aloud. If they begin as Primaries, by the 
time they are nine or ten years old, they 
will be praying like mature Christians. 

An eleven-year-old girl, who had just 
learned John 3:17, surprised her teacher 
by praying, “Lord, we thank thee that 
thou didst not send thy Son into the world 
to condemn the world, but that the world 
through him might be saved.” 

Children love to pray for missionaries 
whom they have met or in whom their 
church or Sunday school is particularly in- 
terested. They also learn to pray about 
their lessons, their playmates who are not 
saved, their teachers, and all the things 
that concern their everyday lives. 

A three-year-old laddie’s knowledge of 
how to pray led his grandmother to the 
Lord, and children who learn to pray early 
in life wield 1 power that should be the 
right of every Christian. It is easy to 
teach them what will mean added joy and 
added usefulness throughout their Chris- 
tian lives.

action program and part of the same per- 
sonnel as the Laymen’s Inquiry, separates 
from the churches and we learn that “ ‘Re- 
Thinking Missions’ is dead.” Meanwhile 
this lively “pigskin” has been tossed back 
to the Orient to the National Christian 
Council, and any agency that will in any 
way fulfill the conditions of “Re-Thinking 
Missions” will have the backing of the 
Modern Missions Movement. 


This means that “Re-Thinking Missions” 
is NOT dead. It is very much alive, and/ 


unless the Conservative laymen insist that 
it be repudiated openly by the boards, and 
so exposed that Orientals will understand 
that it is dead so far as the boards are 
concerned, it will continue to “leaven the 
lump” and deceive the elect out there. 
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While it remains in mission stations, and 
the Fact Finder’s Report as well, the 
Nationals are not in a position to under- 
stand the assertion of the leaders in Amer- 
ica that it is dead. If dead, it should be 
interred, properly and openly. Moreover, 
the program of excessive emphasis on so- 
cial action should openly be abandoned, 
and the Great Commission be followed in 
action as well as word.

Summer Bible School 




















664 NUR Cent-an-Hour Vacation School” 

was the title of an article published 
six years ago in THE SuNnpAyY ScHOOL 
Times. It described a Summer Bible 
School, held in 1929, which cost the church 
exactly $12, or 1 cent an hour for each of 
the forty pupils given Bible instruction for 
two hours every day for fifteen days. In 
closing the article, the pastor wrote: “So 
we thank God and take courage as we re- 
member our  Cent-an-Hour Vacation 
School, and look forward to a bigger and 
better one this year.”

Approach to the Lesson 


( eee conflict marked the prog- 
ress of Christ’s last journey to Jeru- 
salem. It was a conflict of two 

kingdoms continually clashing. In Luke 

15, we studied the view of the Kingdom of 

God toward lost and repentant sinners in 

contrast to the view of the Pharisees, who 

counted themselves heirs of the Kingdom. 

In Luke 16, we studied the contrast between 

the Kingdom of God view of money and 

the view of the children of this age. In 
chapter 17, the Lord presents to his dis- 
ciples the standards of forgiveness and 
humility and gratitude. These are the 
standards that will transform the world; 
but the teaching of forgiveness, humility, 
and gratitude on that journey did not 
change the kingdom of this world from its 
sin and pride and ingratitude. That jour- 
ney to Jerusalem was a journey to the 
cross. It was the apparent triumph of this 
world over the Kingdom of God. But 
without the cross, the teaching would have 


lessons of that last journey to Jerusalem? 


The Historical Setting 


The teaching on forgiveness and humil- 
ity in the seventeenth chapter probably 
followed immediately after the parables of 
the fifteenth and sixteenth chapters, pos- 
sibly in January of A. D. 30. The healing 
of the lepers was several weeks later. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 17: 1.—Impossible but that offences 
will come. “Occasions of stumbling” are 
sure to come, because of sin, and because 
God, in his wisdom, permits sin to work 
out at present in this way; it reveals who 
are righteous, and carries out God’s ulti- 
mate purposes of blessing (Matt. 18:7; 1 
Cor. 11:19; 1 Tim, 4:1). Woe unto him. 
For he is responsible. God permits and 
overrules for unspeakable blessing such an 
act as that of Judas; but Judas chooses it, 
and must suffer the consequences (cf. Matt. 
26:24; Luke 22:22). 


Verse 2.—Offend one of these little ones. 
Cause a young believer to stumble. There 
may be an indirect reference to the rich 
man’s treatment of Lazarus. 


thee. From warning against causing others 
to stumble, or to sin, he turns to consider 
the attitude believers are to have toward 
those who offend them. Rebuke him. God 
is holy and righteous, as well as merciful. 
Sin must be rebuked and punished. 


Verse 5.—Increase our faith. If this re- 
quest follows immediately on. the Lord’s 
teaching in verses I to 4, the connection is 
that they realized the need of greater faith 
if they are to forgive in such fashion. Note 
the acknowledgment of his Lordship, 


Verse 6.—If ye had faith as a grain of 
mustard seed. The feeblest saint with the 
tiniest bit of real faith may lay hold of 
God’s omnipotent might. The disciples’ 
prayer is not necessarily wrong, but the 
Lord emphasizes the meaning of real faith: 
Be sure you have that, and use it! (Cf. 
Matt. 8: 26; Mark 4: 40; Luke 8: 25.) 

Verses 7-10.—Parable of the Unprofitable 
Servant, The bondslave in this story has 
no union hours and he can do no extra 
service, All he has, and is, belongs to the 
master, who does not thank him as though 
he had done a favor in obeying him. So 
the Christian can never do more than his 
duty; he cannot be better than good. ‘The 
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Lord has purchased us at the cost of his 
own blood. Before we do a stroke of 
service, he gives himself, and with himself 
freely gives us all things. The Christian, 
therefore, is to serve in the spirit of one 
who, however much he does, can never 
repay his master; in this sense he is un- 
profitable. This is not only humility, but 
an eager desire to serve to the utmost, with 
never a thought that we are doing exira 
service. The connection of this parable 
seems to be that if the disciples should 
have mountain-moving faith, it might tempt 
them to pride and self-sufficiency. But, 
even if they did all that was commanded, 
which not one has done or can do, still 
would there be no room for pride. We are 
servants who have done our duty. 


Verse 14.—Go shew yourselves unto the 
priests. That is, they were to go as cleansed 
lepers (see Luke 5: 14; Matt. 8:4; Lev. 14: 
1, 2ff). As they went, they were cleansed. 
Their going indicated their faith, which 
had no outward evidence at first. 


Verse 19:—Thy faith hath made thee 
whole. This does not refer to the healing 
of the leprosy. The other nine had that, 
as well as he. It refers to the eternal 
salvation of the Samaritan, whose heart 
was cleansed by faith. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The world knows nothing of real for- 
giveness, or real humility, or real grati- 
tude. And Christians themselves, like the 
disciples when they faced these high stand- 
ards, must needs cry, “Increase our faith.” 
For three of the greatest sins of Chris- 
tians, as well as of the children of this 
world, are the sins of lack of forgiveness, 
lack of unselfish service, lack of gratitude. 
There is a key to the apparently discon- 
nected teachings of chapter 17. That key 
is faith, Faith is the victory that over- 
comes the world. Whether it be for for- 
giveness, or rooting up trees, or for 
Christ’s return, faith looks to the miracle- 
working Lord. It is he who has forgiven 
us ; it is he who cleanses the leper; he gives 
faith to his disciples. When we take him, 
he gives himself, and with himself gives 
all things. What is to be our response to 
such a Saviour, and such a Master? The 
parable of the Unprofitable Servant sug- 
gests the response. We serve with over- 
flowing gratitude, with no thought of ever 
doing extra service. We are his love- 
slaves. There is the humility that finds 
it easy to forgive, easy to express loving 
gratitude, easy to serve with humble glad- 
ness. But all this requires faith that ex- 
cludes boasting, faith that works by love.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Parables of Service. Four distinct and 
blessed teachings on the right attitude in 
service are given by four parables, begin- 
ning with the Unprofitable Servant (Matt. 
20:1-16; 25:14-30; Luke 19: 11-27). 
When viewed together they throw light 
one on the other. 


The Coming of the Kingdom and of the 
King. In Luke 17 our Lord clearly sets 
side by side two great and distinct facts 
about the Kingdom of God. First is the 
teaching that the Kingdom is an inward 
matter of the heart, just as the Lord re- 
vealed to Nicodemus; one must be born 
of the Spirit to enter into the Kingdom. 
Second, there is the teaching of the mani- 
festation of the Kingdom on earth, at the 
return of the King, and this is compared 
to lightning. This sudden manifestation 
of the Kingdom is what the Pharisees were 
looking for, but they had no concern that 
they should be fitted inwardly for the 
Kingdom. This outward manifestation 
Christ’s disciples were looking for when 
he entered Jerusalem. But Luke 17 clearly 
reveals that first must come his rejection, 
then the preaching of the Gospel, then the 
great apostasy at the end of the age, be- 
fore the coming of the Lord in judgment 
and in blessing. 


Practical and Personal Applications 

Take heed lest we cause stumbling. We 
are our brother’s keeper. There is only 
one way to be sure that we do not cause 
others to stumble, and that is to love them. 


Take heed that we do not condone sin. 
We are commanded to rebuke the brother 
who sins. However, we need to beware 
of censoriousness and accusing others of 
sin when they are not guilty. 


Take heed that we forgive others. First 
there is the heart-attitude of forgiveness 
that never holds any wrong against. an- 
other. Then there is the active forgiving 
and forgetting when he repents. 

Do we have miracle-working faith? The 
miracle is God’s. We should accomplish 
things in the spirit realm as wonderful as 
plucking up a tree and planting it in an- 
other place. 

Serve with humility. and with great glad- 
ness of heart. We are to serve as those 
who are the love-slaves of Christ. 


Have we been cleansed of our leprosy? 
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Salvation is a greater miracle than the 
cleansing: of the leper. 


Are we full of gratitude for our salva- 
tion? 


Is the Kingdom of God within us? That 
is, have we been born of the Spirit? 


“Remember Lot’s wife.” Are we seeking 
to save our life? Are we living for this 
present age? Let us live in view of the 
coming of Christ.

For- 
give us for our unthankfulness, our pride, our 
forgetfulness of thy gifts. Help us to be more 
considerate of others, and to forgive long before 
we are asked. May. we be duly thankful for 
thy mercies, and that thou art not setting us 
aside from .thy service. Forbid that we should 
have any pride in our humility, and may we 
not seek to be exalted, but to exalt thee be- 
fore men. In the name of the Lord Jesus we 
ask this. Amen. 


After the Lesson.—Little children some- 
times forget to say “Thank you.” They 
catch at the gift that is offered to them, 
and in their interest in the gift, they often 
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forget the giver. It ought not to be so 
with the Christian who has experienced, 
as he is sure to do, the gracious gifts of 
the Lord Jesus. Among the ten lepers who 
were cleansed, just one returned to thank 
the Lord for what he had done! Are any 
of us too much like little children, who 
run happily away with the gift, and forget 
the giver, or like the nine lepers, who did 
not seek out the Lord again to thank him? 
It was a tremendous thing to be cleansed 
of leprosy, yet even that did not arouse 
the right spirit of thankfulness among the 
nine. Would you have been among the 
nine, or would you have been like the one 
who gave thanks to Jesus for what he had 
done? Have you been as thankful during 
the past week for his mercies as you mean 
to be during the coming week? Let us 
pray. 
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The Busy Men's Corner

The Everlasting “Why?”—The apostles 
said unto the Lord, Increase our faith 
(Luke 17:5). One of my unceasing prayers 
is, “I do believe, help thou mine unbelief.” 
Like the apostles, my faith always needs 
the “increase.” We see so many things 
that try our faith, or in the word of the 
day, “knock” our faith, that we need this 
daily prayer. Here is an example of yes- 
terday right in my Rock Run Mission Sun- 
day School. 

Blackie, an electrical worker out of a 
job because the Bethlehem Steel Company 
threw away the millions invested near 
Coatesville and moved to Baltimore, has 
a wife and family of three girls, and a 
small boy, all minors. Tries peddling house- 
hold requisites from door to door. Great, 
heavy sample case too much for him as he 
was short and light. Stricken down. In 


hospital for a major operation. There for 
weeks, 
Out at last. Starts a little store with 


a small capital loaned by a relative. Just 
gets going nicely when, — back to hospital. 
I preached his funeral sermon yesterday. 

Neither he nor his children ever missed 
Sunday school, with rare exceptions, Had 
family worship every day in his home. 
Member of the Methodist Church. The 
great question. 

“Why was such a man taken when his 
family needs him the most?” 

Well, ask Job. I don’t know. This 
recital can be duplicated almost everywhere 
with the ever recurrent “Why?” The ques- 
tion of the ages. 

Yet, on the other hand, we all have seen 
catastrophes that turned out to be bless- 
ings. How about that son of good parents 
convicted of murder awhile ago and whose 
fate threw father and mother into their 
graves? What a blessing had that boy 
been taken in his childhood! (Job 12:6; 
Rom. 8:28; Mal. 3:14, 15.) 
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“Latta Luck?”—We are unprofitable 
servants: we have done that which was 
our duty to do (v. 10). I have just turned 
to my Testament to see if there is a “not” 
before “done,” and whether it should read 
“we have not done.” So then it seems 
that one who does that which is his duty 
can be unprofitable. 

Now notice, young feller, you can dis- 
cover the secret of all sorts of success, 
religious and secular. It is the one who 
does more than his duty who attracts at- 
tention and moves up to the higher place. 

Study the life of any great preacher, 
meaning the beloved soul-winning preacher. 
It is the husband and wife whose love and 
consideration for one another continues of 
whose’ marriage the neighbors say, “That 
match must have been made in Heaven.” 

But I find you young fellows take bet- 
ter hold of a living local example than 
of a noble precept, or an eloquent preach- 
ment, and so here is a true story your 
dads can vouch for. 

One of the best railroad men of the coun- 
try is said to be Mr. William J. Latta, who 
was until his retirement General Manager 
of the great Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. Mr. Latta’s great grandfather was 
one of the first (if not the very first) 
graduates of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. He and his sons were for years 
ministers .of the “Upper Octoraro” Church 
near Parkesburg. 

William J. Latta’s father was a country 
doctor, and until his death our family physi- 
cian. As country doctors do not roll in 
wealth, young Latta learned telegraphy and 
got a job in the Parkesburg signal tower. 
His duty was to take account of passing 
trafic and work the signals as per the 
rules laid down for this duty. 

But Latta did not think the system used 
was anything to talk about at home, so he in 
his intervals devised a scheme of his own 
which he used in addition to the regular. 

One day a high official of the road came 
up into the tower and noticed the bunch 
of papers on the table by the window. 

“What's all that, Bill?” said his high- 
ness. 

“Oh, just a scheme of mine for this 
job which I have worked out that is much 
simpler and better than the one all the 
towers are using. When this freight train 
gets by I will explain it to you.” 

“Tli take this with me, if you don’t 
mind,” said the official. 

In a short time William J. Latta was 
transferred to Broad Street Station and 
started on his way up. And the fellows 
who didn’t know called it “Latta Luck.” 

As I write Mr, Latta is one of the pil- 
lars of a church in Philadelphia. 


A Great Christian Neglect.—W ere there 
not ten cleansed? but where are the nine? 
(v. 17). Twenty centuries of Christian 
civilization has echoed with the cry, “But 
where are the nine?” A cry for Ingrati- 
tude? No, not for a minute, in most cases, 
only a cry of Ignorance and Thoughtless- 
ness. Almost always. And often careless- 
ness. (Psa. 73:22.) 

President Bob on ahead, and the other 
real expositors on behind this Corner, along 
with Uncle “Say, Fellows,” give you the 
preachments, so I will give you the illus- 
tration. 

As the new subscriber does not know, for 
years and years I have had a little Sunday 
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school about a mile north of Coatesville, 
known as the Rock Run Mission. I went 
there forty-three years ago for a three or 
four weeks’ job of saving the school from 
shutting up. I fell in love with the schooi 
and married it. 

You know how it is when you are in 
love with the girl. Can’t stay away. Make 
eight nights a week! So I have walked 
up to Rock Run in all sorts of weather, 
almost every Sunday afternoon at half 
past one for nearly half a century. That 
speaks well for my legs, my love, and my 
health, The Lord blesses Rock Run in 
countless ways. 

People were (are) most “unemployed” 
up there. During the winter 1932 and 1933, 
Don Goodyear, a shoe manufacturer, sent 
me as a gift 100 pairs of new shoes. I 
purchased more to take fittings. Were 
my people grateful and thankful? That 
goes without saying. So it was not said. 

When I went to public school years ago, 
every morning the teacher used to read 
to us from a “Book of Manners.” Guess 
it is one of the good things not done any 
more, like speaking pieces Friday after- 
noons and learning the masterpieces of good 
English. 

In the fall of 1933 a little Russian girl 
came to me and said, “Mr. Ridgway, I 
haven’t missed a Sunday this year, but I 
can’t come any more. I have no shoes.” 

“You seem to have on a good pair of 


shoes,” I said. 
“They are my younger sister’s. She 
stayed at home to let me come. They hurt 


my feet, too.” Her little insteps were 
swollen by the pinch of the shoes. 

She got the shoes. 

In a day or two I got this note: 

“Dear Mr. Ridgway: I want to thank 
you very much for the nice shoes you got 
me, 

This is the only letter I have in my 
scrapbook from nearly 200 pairs of shoes 
and rubbers given out. Katy’s mother, evi- 
dently, had connections in Russia where she 
had learned the nice things to do. 

Moral: Express all fine feelings. Our 
heavenly Father likes to have us do it; so 
does every one (Phil. 4:6).

SAY, fe fellows, by the irony of usage a 
‘wrecker” does not wreck a car, but 
when there is a smash up the “wrecker” 
goes out and unwrecks the wreck; or 
rather, it starts the process of salvaging 
by gathering up the damaged car and bring- 
ing it in to the shop to be made over.

Now here is a firm of wreckers by the 
name of I. M. Sorry & O. Kay.

Little Jetts Teach the Lesson 


By Wade C. Smith 
Author of “ The Little Jetts Telling Bible Stories® 
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responds, “O. K.” That is a combination 
that clears up the wreck — the wreck that 
has come to mutual understanding and good 
will—and begins a complete restoration. 
But our Lord went a good deal further 
than that: he said if the offense occurs 
seven times in one day and the offender 
says “I’m sorry,” the injured one must 
say “O. K.” each time, even unto the 
seventh time. 

Now, fellows, can’t you see what this 
means? Why, it means that with the first 
offense and apology a Christian must have 
at least seven times the grace necessary 
to enable him to forgive it. It means that 
he will not say “O. K.” with a grim face 
as though he were performing a duty, but 
say it with a smile. A lot of folks forgive 
as though they were saying, “I can forgive, 
but I cannot forget.” That is not Chris- 
tian forgiveness. It is just carrying for- 
ward a balance for future payment. “When 
God forgives he forgets,’ is the Word 
(Isa. 43:25). When one has that much 
grace he will be able to forgive even be- 
fore an apology is offered. Stephen asked 
God to forgive his murderers even while 
they stoned him. Really, to be a good 
forgiver one should be in that attitude of 
mind and heart that does not take offense. 

And that brings us squarely to the other 
two graces mentioned in the title to this 
lesson, namely: Humility and Gratitude. 
It is the humble fellow who does not take 
offense. It is the proud one who is con- 
tinually recognizing a hurt. And what 
helps to arrive at such humility as that? 
Gratitude. You are just a poor sinner 
saved by grace. It should make you con- 
tinually grateful to God; and recognizing 
your debt to him, you will be glad to for- 
give everybody for Christ’s sake, who died 
that you might be forgiven. 

Is it too high a standard, fellows? No; 
not when you remember who sets the 
standard. Jesus Christ never set a stand- 
ard so high but that he provides the power 
at the same time to reach it. 

Forgiveness, Humility, and Gratitude, 
these are the three graces that make pos- 
sible a real Christian program.

Seventy times seven (Matt. 18:22), seven 
times a day (Luke 17:4). Both are probably 
typical of the fullness of trespass, seven be- 
ing the number of completeness. 


2. The literal meaning of the word trans- 
lated repentance in the New Testament is a 
change of mind or purpose. With it is gen- 
erally implied contrition and self-judgment. 


3. Yes, study God’s Word, with a prayer 
for enlightenment of the Spirit (Rom. 
10:17). 


4. The Luke 17 challenge caused the dis- 
ciples to exclaim, “Lord, Increase our faith” 
(see Luke 17:5). 


5. It requires humility to forgive freely, 
and one cannot have true Christian humility 
without gratitude to God for what he has 
done for us as poor sinners. 

6. It is true that we should be ready to do 
“extra service,” but the parable really teaches 
that there is no such thing as extra service 
when we are serving Christ, just as the slave 
could not do anything more than his duty, as 
he and his time belonged completely to his 
master. 


7. In the one parable the statement that 
we are unprofitable indicates our humility,

9. Many scholars translate this: “The 
kingdom of God is in the midst of you,” 
meaning that because Christ, the King, was 
there, the Kingdom was present. But others 
feel that the context and parallel passages 
indicate that Christ is speaking of the inward 
aspect of ihe Kingdom, as when he told Nico- 
demus that one must be born again to enter 
the Kingdom. Our Lord, of course, did not 
mean that the Kingdom of God was in these 
Pharisees, wut that it was an inward matter 
of the heart. 


10. In the very same passage the Lord 
makes clear that the Kingdom of God is to 
come like lightning when Christ himself ap- 
pears the second time, and that it will be 
set up on the earth. The Kingdom of God 
is spoken of in the Scriptures from many 
different aspects. The Kingdom in one place 
is spoken of as righteousness and joy and 
peace, and in another as the Kingdom that 
will be set up on earth.

A good blackboard lesson. Trace the pic- 
ture of a little bird on cards for the chil- 
dren to color, and print the words “THANK 
YOU.” 











NE day just as Jesus was walking into 

a little town, ten ‘men stood in the 
road, crying out to him. They didn’t come 
near him, and the first thing they must 
have said to him was, “Unclean! unclean!” 
For they were lepers— people who had 
an awful disease called leprosy, 1-e-p- 
r-o-s-y. People who have this disease can- 
not live at home with their families; they 
have to go away by themselves so they 
will not give the disease to anybody else. 
When Jesus was on earth, they used to 
live in caves or most any place they could 
find outside of towns. They begged from 
people who passed, — but they must never 
touch them. 

Right here on* our blackboard we are 
going to make ten marks, which we will 
say are ten lepers. Now they cried out 
to Jesus, “Jesus, Master, have mercy on 
us!” And Jesus looked at them and told 
them to go show themselves to the priests, 
so they could say they were healed, for 
the law said they must be examined by 
the priest. Maybe you had measles or 
scarlet fever, and had a card on the house, 
and when you were well, a man came and 
took down the sign, because the doctor said 
you were well. 

So these ten men started to the priest. 
(Put legs on your ten men.) They all 
believed they were going to be well when 
they reached the temple, or they would 
have refused to go, — but they all went. 

And something happened. As they went, 
they were all healed. They felt their poor, 
crippled bodies suddenly get well. And 
they must have begun to run and shout 
for joy. 

But one of them stopped. Let’s rub out 
one of these ten men, and put him away 
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over here by himself, on his knees. Do 
you know what he did? He saw that he 
was healed, his leprosy gone, and - he 
thought to himself, “Why, what am I run- 
ning like this for, without even thanking 
Jesus for healing me?” And he turned 
back, shouting and praising God and fell 
down at Jesus’ feet, thanking him. And 
Jesus said “Were there not ten cleansed? 
Where are the nine?” 

Only one of the ten thought to thank 
Jesus. 

Leprosy is like sin, there is no cure for 
it except as God wipes it away. God sent 
his only begotten Son to die for us, to 
bear our sins in his own body on the 
cross, so we can be forgiven our sins when 
we believe on the Lord Jesus Christ as 
our Saviour. I know ever so many of 
you do believe in him, but I wonder how 
many of us ever thought to thank him for 
dying for us? 

Are we like the nine men running to 
the priests, or the one who stopped to 
praise and thank the Lord? 

How many of you ever saw a little bird 
taking a drink? After every sip of water, 
he raises his little head up as if he were 
saying “Thank you” to God. How many 
of us think to say “Thank you” to God 
for our food and all his daily blessings?

It means that, 
above everything else, we shall seek to do 
God’s will and to fit into his program for 
our lives. 

And does God have a program for each 
life? Indeed he does. We read in Ephe- 
sians 2: 10, “For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that we 
should walk in them.” Since God, who 
understands us better than we understand 
ourselves, has planned these lives of ours, 
is it not reasonable that we should seek 
to carry out his plan? Only in this way 
can we attain to the highest that God has 
for us.

But may we indeed know what his plan 
is? We certainly may. It is unthinkable 
that God, who has designed our lives, 
should withhold from us a knowledge of 
his plans. He tells in James 1:5, “If any 
of you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not; and it shall be given him.” 
He promises to reveal his will, not neces- 
sarily all at once, but at least step by step 
as we need it. And he tells us that, as 
we go forward step by step in the way 
that he has marked out, he will open up 
the way before us. 


The fact that God has planned our lives 
does not mean necessarily that he wants 
us in darkest Africa, or far off China, or 
even standing in a pulpit here in Amer- 
ica proclaiming the Gospel. He needs 
some of us in the business world, some 
as teachers, some as chemists, some as 
lawyers, and the like. We may never be 
world famous, but we may all be success- 
ful, as God views true success, and we 
may indeed all be happy and joyful, be- 
cause we shall be in the very center of his 
will if we are following out his plan for 
our lives,

There is one thing that we sometimes 
overlook in this matter of choosing God’s 
way. So often Satan would deceive us 
into thinking that, because it is God’s 
way, it must necessarily be something that 
we do not like or would not choose for 
ourselves. God does not work that way. 
Do you suppose that the One who de- 
signed you has not given you the capacity, 
and the ability really to enjoy the things 
that he has planned for you to do? Why, 
he not only contracts to give us the de- 
sires Of our hearts, but he implants in 
our hearts the very desires that he wants 
us to have, if we will truly “delight” our- 
selves in him (Psa.

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You have never had a real vacation until 
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along the Delaware River. We met twenty 
strong at a friend’s house in New Jersey. 
Over his dining room table swung a stuffed, 
black-brown hawk, and our host announced 
that only those who could identify that 
bird might expect any lunch. 

It is not easy even for an expert always 
to identify an immature hawk. The legs 
of that one, feathered from the feet up, 
and the dark plumage convinced most of 
us that he was a rough-legged hawk, some- 
times known as the black hawk, a Western 
bird not common in our Eastern States. 

One poor chap insisted that it was an 
immature red-tailed hawk, and another lost 
his lunch by calling it a young golden 
eagle. At lunch time, however, I noticed 
that both of those novices fared well in 
spite of our host’s threat. 

Another stuffed bird that tested our 
knowledge was a spruce partridge cock 
with black breast, gray back, and tail spread 
like a fan, with red patches above the eyes, 
a bird that few of us, indeed, had ever 
seen alive. 

Finaiiy we started for the river, crossing 
snow-covered fields and pushing our way 
through tangled thickets. Once we saw a 
little sparrow hawk hover over a field for 
a moment and then dive into the long 
yellow grass which waved above the snow 
and come up with a dark, chunky, short- 
tailed meadow mouse in his talons, 

Another hawk we saw soaring through 
the treés in the distance. Before he passed 
out of sight we glimpsed a red gleam from 
his tail which identified the bird as a red- 
tailed hawk. 

In a thicket we saw juncos, who showed 
their white skirts as they flew, and we 
heard there the lovely minor notes of white- 
crowned sparrows among the spice bushes. 
There were a few song sparrows with black 
patches on their breasts and flocks of tree 
sparrows from the North, with white wing 
bars and red-brown caps, whose song in 
the sun-warmed hollows was like the tin- 
kling of icicles. Once some horned larks 
flew by, giving their shrill flight call and 
moving through the air like wind-blown 
bunches of thistledown. 

A downy woodpecker, a starling, an Eng- 
lish sparrow, and a cardinal were the only 
other birds which we met before we reached 
the river. There on a stretch of open 
water we saw flocks of ducks, both swim- 
ming and flying, and through our field 
glasses identified black ducks, American 
mergansers, and a few American golden- 
eyes, which gunners have named “whis- 
tlers” from the mellow, whistling sound 
of their wings in flight. Both the golden- 
eyes and the mergansers were black and 
white, but when they flew, the golden-eye 
appeared as a stocky, short-necked duck 
with a large, round head, quite different 
from the longer-geared merganser. 

In the air and on the ice were many 
herring gulls, and once we saw in the dis- 
tance the up-curved wings of a turkey 
vulture. Suddenly among the piled up ice 
cakes and pans of the frozen river we 


saw a little flock of restless brown and’ 


white birds. As they sprang into the air 
from time to time, they seemed to turn 
pure white, and to our joy we recognized 
them as a flock of snowflakes, the rare 
snow buntings, down from the Far North. 
For a long time we studied them carefully 
through our field glasses and vainly tried 
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to determine what they could find to eat 
among those masses of piled up ice. 

On the way back our host broke through 
some rotten ice, wetting one leg up to 
his waist. Although with much tumult and 
shouting his life was saved, his temper was 
lost beyond finding, for it is no joke to 
walk around with a wet foot and leg in 
freezing weather. 

On the way home I caught sight of a 
killdeer flying through a little orchard, 
along with a couple of mourning doves. 
Both of those birds should have been in 
the warm Southland, and why they pre- 
ferred the frozen North was beyond my 
imagining. 

Our last bird was the climax of the day. 
Crossing a snow-covered meadow on the 
way back to our cars, there came a shout 
from those in the rear, which echoed down 
the line, each man pointing upward as he 
shouted. There in mid-sky, on steel stiff 
wings moved majestically through the 
clouds a magnificent bald eagle. As that 
sky king soared out of sight we felt that 
the day had been spent well in meeting such 
rarities as snow buntings and bald eagles. 

Some of the party had seen another eagle 
earlier in the day, an immature bird with 
white markings on the underside of his 
wings and tail, and there was some ques- 
tion as to whether the bird might not have 
been an immature golden eagle. 

Hawk Mountain, that bird preserve 
where so many raptores (birds of prey) 
can be observed during the fall migration, 
has made golden eagles no longer the ° 
almost unknown birds that they used to 
be, and any fall a dozen or more of those 
magnificent fliers can be identified there. 

Only last November an_ ornithologist 
traveled down from Erie, bursting with 
indignation at the reports of golden eagles. 
Reaching Hawk Mountain on a week-day 
he found there only the two custodians 
who have charge of the preserve. 

“Are you the fellows who claim to have 
seen golden eagles up here?” he demanded. 

The observers admitted that they were. 

“That’s all nonsense,” stormed the Erie 
birdist. “Golden eagles are only seen in 
the West, and not once in many years does 
one ever show up in our Eastern States.” 

Just then over the rim of a neighboring 
peak showed a black figure. 

“What do you call that bird?” inquired 
one of the guardians of the mountain mildly. 
The Erie man fixed his glasses on the 
bird. 

“It’s an eagle,” he murmured. Just then 
another one sailed into sight. 

“What do you call that one?” inquired 
the other guard. 

“That’s an eagle, too, all right,” mur- 
mured the Erie visitor, shifting his glasses 
from one to the other. 

“What kind of eagles would you call 
them?” he finally inquired. 

“Golden eagles,” chorused the mountain- 
eers, 

“That’s just what they are,” admitted 
the Erie man at long last, and he went 
back to his city a wiser and more chastened 
ornithologist.
